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Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Many issues were discussed. Applicant is planning to file an RCE in 
response to the outstanding action. Claim 15 was discussed and applicant stated that claim 15 will be amended to 
claim the coating more specifically-such as a Teflon piece around the container. The applicant argued that Marui does 
not encase the container with the coating. It was noted that all of the independent claims except for claim 42 state that 
the container is encased by the coating. Applicant is planning to amend the claims to recite the coating as a Teflon 
tape or solid film of Teflon or as a solid Teflon wrap to define over the teachings in Marui that the container is "treated" 
with this material. Applicant will also argue the patentability of the limitations in the claims drawn to the cage feature. It 
was noted that related case 09/461 ,552 is being handled by the same examiner as the present case. . 
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
